RUSSIANS LAUNCH NEW AMATEUR SATELLITE 

By Walt Dixon, WADWN, AMSAT No. 1184 

June 29th marked the date a new Russian satellite was launched 
into POLAR orbit. Its Beacons are signing its Call RS10/RS11. 
Beacon frequencies in use are: 10 mtrs. — 29.357, 29.403, 29.407, and 
29.453 MHz. Beacons on 2 mtrs. — 145.857, 145.903, 145.907, and 
145.953 MHz. These Beacons are sending CW telemetry and the Call 
Sign is sent at the end of each set. 

The Time or period of orbit the Earth is 104.5 minutes. Being the 
Earth is rotating, the satellite appears to move 26.5° West each 
time it makes a complete orbit. 

The new satellite uses 3 bands combined in various ways to yield 
up to 5 different modes of operation. The modes are: Mode K — 15 
mtrs. up and 10 mtrs. down; Mode T — 15 mtrs. up and 2 mtrs. 

down; Mode A — 2 mtrs. up and 10 mtrs. down; Mode KT — 15

DIGITAL NOVICES? 
By Louis Cruz, NA4LDG 

Hey Novices! I’m sure you’ve all heard of Packet Radio! You 
know .. . ‘Digital Communications.”’ Well now that the FCC has 
approved the Novice enhancement, and you all have priviledges all 
over the place, why not try out digital communications? The South 
Dade Digital Amateur Packet Group would like to take a survey of 
how many novices are interested and/or those who are on packet 
radio already. You'll find packet radio mainly on frequencies not 
allowed to the novice, such as VHF packet: 145.010-145.090 Mhz. It’s 
a No-No to operate there if you’re a novice. But! Did you know that 
you have the privilege to operate packet on the new 220 novice 
frequencies? Yes Sirrreee! 

Packet has become one of the most sophisticated means of ac- 
curate and error free communications there is available for the 
amateur radio operator. In the VHF and HF portion of the band we 
have established advanced networks to get data from one city in 
the state to another, and even from the East Coast to the West Coast 
of the U.S. ina matter of hours; error free and un-edited, as it was 
originated by the sender! Now is that communications or what! ? 

Here in the state of Florida I can send a bulletin, (for example: 
about 5 pages long) to go out to every bulletin board in the state of 
Florida and have it ready to read in Panama City within one hour 
or so without a word or letter missing in the text. More on 
digipeaters, gateways, and bulletin boards in next month’s issue. 

Novices too can start up a sophisticated network on 220 Mhz. It 
would be great to see it happen. Links between 220, 2 mtrs. and HF 
packet could be established. You could be on 220, linked to 2 meters 
or HF packet, and make that DX connection. For now the 
suggested simplex frequency for packet operation on 1.25 meters 
(220) is: 

223.400 — Suggested national calling freq. for packet radio. 

Of course that figure will eventually change in the near future, 
but that’s up to you to make the change. Simplex frequencies start 
at 223.420 thru 223.900 Mhz. I’m sure that the ARRL will recognize 
more frequencies for packet (if they already haven’t) operations 
between 223.400 thru 223.480 Mhz. But like I said. . . you’ve got to 
make it happen. If you know of any changes, let me know. I’m 
picking this info from QST managine, May 1987, pg. 44-47. 

We, as members of the South Dade Digital Packet Group, en- 
courage all novices who are interested in packet radio to get in- 
volved. When I first started in packet there was another packeteer 
who was willing to help me. Help is still available from local hams 
in your area. All you have to do is ask. Just because you’re a novice 
doesn’t mean a higher class operator can’t assist you.

HAS YOUR LICENSE EXPIRED? 
Check your license expiration date NOW! 

If your license was issued prior to January 1, 1984, you may 
renew it at any time during the five-year grace period beginning 
with its expiration date. You will be assigned a new call if you 
renew more than two years into that five-year period. If the full 
five-year grace period has elapsed you lose your call and must be 
retested. If your license was issued January 1, 1984, or later, your 
grace period is two years. If the grace period has expired you have 
lost your call and you will have to be retested. If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives.

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THE PACKET CORNER 
By Vince Clarke, N4NZI 

Last month I used the ‘“‘shotgun”’ approach to give you a broad 
brush of packet and what it consisted of. I hope that you were 
sufficiently interested in the subject to get started in this 
fascinating aspect of ham radio. 

There is a “jargon” that goes along with packet and you will pick 
it up as we go along. I will give you some of the terms used and what 
they mean. Those who attended the demonstration at the Lee 
County EOC may have picked up a copy that was handed out which 
contained some explanation of Packet Radio. For those who missed 
the meeting, I will explain some of them here. 

Bulletin Board System. This is a software system which is 
designed to manage the operation of recording, holding and sen- 
ding messages. These systems vary from station to station, but 
they all deal basically with the same type of information. The BBS 
holds bulletins of general interest, ARRL Bulletins QNC’s and 
announcements. You also get a copy of the procedures used by the 
station to provide you with information about the station and a little 
history. All have ‘‘Help”’ screens so that when you check in there is 
no mystery about what you do next. It is all clearly explained and 
all you do is follow the instructions. 

Another aspect of the BBS is a repository for messages you ask to 
leave for other hams and of course there is traffic which you send 
or pick up. Most Bulletin Board stations now use the automatic 
forwarding procedure which means that if you send a piece of 
traffic from Ft. Myers to New York in the morning, it likely will be 
delivered to its final BBS in New York the same day. So much for 
the BBS. 

NET/ROM. This is a new term to the packet community. It is a 
“cross-over” software system using an EPROM which is a com- 
puter chip I am sure most of you are aware of. Needless to say it is 
versatile allowing you to contact a station on a different frequency 
to that you are transmitting on. You can be transmitting on 145.01 
and call a station you know is on 145.09. You can be transmitting on 
220 and call someone on 145.01. Full flexibility is afforded by 
NET/ROM. The stations with NET/ROM are referred to as 
MODES and if you want to know what the MODES are or who they

are, you simply ask. ‘‘NODES’’ when you connect to the BBS and 
they will automatically give you the list of the stations and their 
frequencies. 


Digipeater. By now you no doubt have found out that a digipeater 
is a simplex repeater station. You can use another ham as a 
digipeater to relay your signal to the next one or use a centrally 
located digipeater such as the one we plan to put up at the EOC to 
relay your contact request. 

Several hams now on packet will provide a mail service and 
allow you to leave messages for hams in their area. One such as 
this is KB4CIA in Port Charlotte and another is KB4RLL in 
Okeechobee. The Mail Box is handy and lots of fun. 

Space does not permit me to give you a lot of information at once 
but I will continue to give you the terminology as the months go by. 

Novices and Technicians, under the new enhancement program 
using 220 to transmit may now get into packet and with the 
NET/ROM feature can communicate on 2 meters through a BBS 
with this facility. As you can see, all kinds of possibilities exist now 
for Novices and Technicians that did not exist before and they too 
can get involved. 

Give it some thought. If you have a computer or terminal and a 
transceiver, all you need is inexpensive TNC to get started. Join us! 
(THE MODULATOR - FT. MYERS ARC.) 


EQUIPMENT COSTS 

The price of amateur radio gear will not be increasing because of 
the recently imposed trade sanctions on Japanese goods enacted by 
the Reagan administration. After weeks of wondering if the price of 
ham gear would as much as double as the result of the new tariffs, 
it was learned on Friday, April 17, that amateur transceivers and 
allied accessories were on the “‘Excluded Goods List’’ because 
there is little in the way of domestically manufactured equipment. 
There still may be some slight rise in the price of amateur radio 
equipment imported from Japan before year’s end caused by in- 
ternational currency exchange fluctuations between the American 
dollar and the Japanese yen, but his will be minor in comparison to 
what would have been the case if the new trade restrictions had 

been applied to the amateur radio market.

When sending two stations off frequency the NCS SHOULD call 
the receiving station first. This alerts the receiving station to listen 
for the call of the station that the NCS wants him to contact. This is 
important because it is the RECEIVING station who selects the 
frequency and calls the transmitting station — it is the receiving 
station who is going to have to do the copying! Remember down 
five does not mean exactly five but rather down five and then a spot 
selected where the receiving station is able to hear reasonably well. 

When sent down five, if it is busy, continue DOWN to select a 
frequency. There are occasions when a handicapped operator may 
prefer that the transmitting station call. Also during bad band 
conditions if a very weak receiving station is making contact witha 
strong transmitting station it might be best if the transmit station

Last year 
we conducted a survey among prospective radio amateurs. Of those 
who returned the questionaire, more than 50% of the newcomers 
to Amateur radio first heard of our hobby frorn a friend or family 
member.

CONVICTION FOR SELLING ILLEGAL 
VIDEO TRANSMITTERS 

A Federal jury in Las Vegas has convicted Joseph Andre Ali and 
his corporation, Orion Industries International of Las Vegas, on 
nine counts of importing and selling illegal video transmitters. 

According to an FCC news release, Ali had imported and sold the 
illegal devices under the name ‘‘TV Genie”’ and had failed to file 
the necessary forms notifying the FCC of the operation. The TV 
Genie was designed to connect a video source, such as a video 
cassette recorder or camera, and transmit the signal over the air to 
a nearby TV receiver. FCC regulations do not permit this type of 
operation. 

Ali was found to have sold over 27,000 of the items after his cor- 
poration received its second warning that the devices were 
prohibited. Before searches and seizures halted the operation, net 
profits to his company exceeded $900,000. Ali could receive nine 
one-year sentences and fines of over $1 million, according to the 
FCC news release.

Effective immediately, Amateur Radio Operators requesting 
their Amateur Radio call letters on the Challenger license plate 
may do so for the initial additional fee of $5.00 as provided for in 
Section 320.083, Florida Statutes, instead of the $12.00 personalized 
license plate fee as previously quoted. 

In addition to the $5.00 Amateur Radio license plate fee all other 
Challenger license plate fees are applicable as explained in prior 
Bulletin Number RS87-13. 

These license plates must be ordered by mail through the State 
Office Tag Agency, Division of Motor Vehicles, as all other special 
license plates.
